erto Yielded, the German government is alive to the possihili- 
tv that ti e ship mentioned in the note of April 1>t as having 
l^n torpedoed by a German subm arine is actually identical 
with the Sussex.- 
“ The German government begs to reserve further com­ 
ment on the matter until certain points are ascertained, which 
are of decisive im portance for establishing the facts of the 
ease. Should it turn out that the com m ander was w rong in 
assuming the vessel to be a man-of-war, the German govern­ 


ment will not tail to draw the consequence resulting there 
from. 
In connection with the mise of the Sussex the Govern­ 
ment of tin* b a ite d States made a series of statements, Hie gist 
of which is the assertion that the incident is to he considered 
lait one instance of a deliberate method of indiscriminate de 
struct ion of vessels of all sorts, nationalities aud destination 
bx German submarines. 
“ T he German government must emphatically repudiate 
the assertion. 
The German government, however, t h i n k s it 
of little avail to enter into details in the present stage of af­ 
fairs, more particularly as the Government 
of the 
b oiled 
States omitted to substantiate the assertion b vreference to 
concrete tacts. 
“ The German Government will only state that it has on 
Iv imposed far reaching restraint upon the use of the sub­ 
marine weapon, solely in consideration of neutral interests, in 
spite of the fact that these restrictions arc necessarily of ad 
vantage to Germany’s enemies, 
“ No sin'll consideration has ever been shown neutrals bx 
(freat Britain and her allies. 
The German submarine forces 
have had in fact orders to conduct the submarine warfare in 
accordance with the general principles of visit 
and 
search.
